The forest was planted 25 years 
ago by the United States Forest 
Service. Many persons thought the 
effort was foolhardy, and first 
efforts were unsuccessful. But the 
government foresters went ahead, 
satisfied trees would grow because 
they had found evidences upon the 
ground to indicate the area had 
been quite generally forested at 
some early period. 

In the course of years a reforesta- 
tion technique for the waste spaces 
was worked out. The growing 
forest is a testimony to its suc- 
cess.

- bilities of setting up a separate state, 
already have been presented for the 
consideration of the commission in a 
report of a committee on findings. 

Means for registering vopular dis- 
approval of governmental adminis- 
tration, and a challenge to the sove- 
reign authority of the State Legis- 
lature are also contained in the com- 
mittee’s recommendations. Funda- 
mentals of democracy are violated in 
the present subordination of the city 
to the Legislature, the report de- 


clared. 
Five Needs Outlined 
The committee on findings laid 
down five vital needs as home rule, 
unification of hundreds of local gov- 
ernmental bodies, a more modern 


structure of local government, exten- 
sion of the merit system to all public 
employees, and improvements in 
local election procedure. 

The broad program presented for 
study and recommendations was 
worked out by the committee at the 
suggestion of the Chicago Institute 
of Local Politics, which was formed 
last summer_by civic bodies. Out of

MERICAN citizens of Japanese 

parentage increased their en- 

rollment in the Hawaiian school 

system by 2326 during 1927, it is 

revealed in figures compiled by the 
Department of Education. 

The total enrollment of Japanese 

students in the island schools dur- 
ing 1927 was 34,450, which com- 
pares with a total enrollment of 
32,224 for 1926. 
’ There are but 3017 Caucasians 
enrolled in the territorial schools, 
the report of the department in- 
dicates.

Child labor and school attendance 
laws have been strenghtened in six 
states this year, Homer Folks of New 
York, chairman of the National 
Child Labor Committee, declared at 
the annual meeting of the committee. 
These states are Kentucky; New 
Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina and ..rginia. 

“Improved child labor 
for the District of Columbia has 
passed one house of Congress and 
seems assured in the other,” Mr. 
Folks said.

“These results may be regarded as 
definitely encouraging, particularly 
in view of a marked tendency even 
last year toward a whittling down 
of child labor standards in a num- 
ber of states. °

VITALLY LINKED 
TO PROSPERITY 


Paves Way for Changes So 
Important to All Business, 
Says C. F. Kettering 


SAYS HE WHO WILL TRY 
THE ‘IMPOSSIBLE’ WINS 


Needs “Intelligent Ignorance” 
to Dig Into Things That 
Ought to Be Done 


New definitions of prosperity and 
research were given to more than 
300 New England industrialists and 
business men at the closing session 
of the first New England Research 
Conference by Charles F. Kettering, 
president of the General Motors Re- 
search Corporation. 
| “We have too long followed the 
|bankers’ definition of prosperity— 
' bank balances and bank clearances.” 
|he said. “Let me give you an engi- 
_heer’s definition of it: Prosperity is 
‘the tonnage of useful materials mov- 
‘ing through the channels of trade. 

' “We have been talking dollars so 
long we have not quite grasped that 
: what we work with and work for are 
/materials and goods. As those move 
| out of the mines, through the manu- 
'facturing processes and into the 
(hands of users we have prosperity. 
|The bank clearances follow.” 
| Of research he said: “It is more 
'than just chemistry or physics or sta- 
tistics. Research is u point of view 
_of administration. It is a willingness 
|} on the part of a business organiza- 
tion to inquire of itself what is wrong 
and to try new ideas for setting it 
right 


: A Real Part of Industry : 


“I like to think of research as a 
part of industry, the same as a pro- 
curement or purchasing department. 
It is for the procurement of new 
ideas. The difficulty has been to get 
| them fabricated and used after they 
were procured. 

. “The natural competition to any 
research proposition is always that 
somebody ‘tried it and it: didn’t 
‘work, ” Mr. Kettering continued. 
“Research takes a certain amount of 
what I call ‘intelligent ignorance.’ 
| If a man knows too much he will ‘not 
‘try anything. That's the trouble with 
| ‘experts,’ they always know just how 
| Many times a thing has been tried 
(and ‘couldn’t be done.’ I'd rather 
have a man who didn’t know so much 
but would do something.” 

Advising his hearers how to go in 
for research, he said: 

“Don’t just hire an expert and set 
him off in some unused room of the 
plant with a lot of laboratory ap- 
paratus and a sign on the door, ‘Re- 


noe Seek for & wan’ 
who can find out for you. Maybe 
what he will need to do is simply to 
travel around the country and talk 
to people. 

“Research is not actually done in 
a laboratory. It does not depend on 
the amount of apparatus a man sur- 
rounds himself with. Those things 
are the tools. The only actual re- 
search is always done in some man’s 
head.” 

He urged the industrialists not to 
expect results right away. Such work 
takes time. New plans usually meet 
quicker acceptance at the hands of 
management and the buying public 
than in the production department

Another Housing Problem Soledad 
by Children—for Bird Families

NEW YORK—Another of Manhat- | 


tan’s housing problems has just been 
solved and the school children have 
solved it. Up in Riverside Drive, 
between 112th Street and 120th 
Street, they have erected 63 houses 
for birds. These little structures, 
which are perched invitingly in the 
trees of Riverside Mall, are ready 
and awaiting any robin or wren fam- 
ily looking for a private residence 
in this beautiful boulevard along the 


Hud@en River. - 

The children made the houses dur- 
ing “workshop” periods in various 
public schools near the Drive. They 
were shaped and finished according 
to the taste of the pupil. Some of 
them afe decorated with birch bark, 
others are highly lacquered and 
some are in the form of log cabins. 
Some of them were copied from pic- 
tures. 

In this work the only girl, Marie 
Bramen, of the group of birdhouse 
builders accomplished what was de- 
scribed by school authorities as “an 
almost perfect wren house.” 

The houses were erected in the 
Mall with the representatives of the 
City Park Dopartment taking part, 
after the birdhouses had been on 
exhibition at the Columbia Yacht 
Club. Other children brought pos- 
ters on park protection which were 
placed on the trees.

Bankrupt 13 Years Ago, 
Pays His Debts in Full

CHICAGO—Though a bankruptcy 
settlement of 25 cents on the dollar 
was made with his creditors 13 years 
ago, M. Z. Holland, Chicago jeweler, 
has recently sent out checks paying 
all amounts that were outstanding 
and including interest in full during 
the period. Since the failure he has

“Elimination of the ‘sweatshop,’ 
which has insidiously crept back into 
the women’s garment industry—and 
its elimination without economic vio- 
lence—is one of the objectives on the 

to be placed before the con- 
vention of the Internationa] Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ Union,” said Mor- 
ris Sigman, president, upon his ar- 
rival in Boston to prepare for the 
opening of the nineteenth annual 
session of that organization. 

Mr. Sigman was accompanied by 
the seven vice-presidents of the 
union and Abraham Baroff, secretary- 
treasurer, who compose the execu- 
‘ive board. They will present plans 
for reduction of unemployment, 
maintenance of union standards and 
for the systematic shifting of work- 
ers from one garment trade to an- 
other to prevent over-population in 
one and the breakdown of standards 
in the other through the influx of un- 
organized workers, Mr. Sigman ex- 
plained. 

In New York the program calls for 
an educational campaign and estab- 
lishment of machinery for shifting 
workers from the cloak into the dress 
and allied trades.

NEW YORK — Unqualified ap- 
proval of the proposal now before 
Congress to put “the greatest indus- 
trial organization in history” on a 
business basis by the co-ordination 
of federal engineering and construc- 
tion functions under the Department 
of the Interior is expressed by A. W. 
Berresford, president of the Ameri- 
can Engineering Council. Mr. Berres- 
ford has just returned from commit- 
tee hearings on the legislation in 
Washington. 

“Federal construction, architec- 
tural, engineering and contract work 
is now taken care of in 28 depart- 
ments,” Mr. Berresford said. “In the 
interests of ecenomy, simplification 
and improvement of the service, this 
work should be co-ordinated. I be- 
lieve that the time is not far off 
when we ehall see a unity of federal 
engineering functions.”

FARM BILL GOES 
10 SENATE WITH 
PEE PART INTACT 


House Passes Measure on 
Disrupted Party Lines— 
Veto Is Expected

WASHINGTON—For a third time 
in four years the House has passed 
a farm-relief bill containing the 


equalization fee. 

In the sixty-eighth session its | 
measure failed to obtain a vote in the 
Senate and so went into discard. In 
the sixty-ninth session both branches 
approved of the fee, but President 
Coolidge refused to accept the legis- 
lation and it was shelved. ‘This s8es- 
sion, for the second time, the project 
has received congressional ratifica- 
tion and after going to the Senate 


will be once more up to the Presi- 
dent, 

The vote in the House 204 to 121, 
makes it clear that if the President 
refuses to accept the act it will not 


the two-thirds majority necessary to 
override a veto. It is possible that a 
veto might be overruled in the 
Senate, where the question would be 
first considered, but the House 
count indicates little probability of 
such action there. 

The House put the bill through by 


publicans and was a disappointment 
to the Farm Bloc leaders who con- 
centrated their efforts on obtaining 
a two-thirds majority. This they failed 
to do, in fact their own vote actually 
fell off from that of last session when 
the House approved a more drastic 
measure by a 214 to 178 vote. The 
vote this session in the Senate on 
the other hand was considerably over 
that of a year ago, the chamber ap- 
proving the measure by one more 
than a two-thirds ballot.

AIMED TO SHOW 
USE OF PLANES 


San Francisco Commerce 
Chamber Sponsors Displays 
Commemorating Wrights

SAN FRANCISCO—Residents of 
the San Francisco Bay region have 


‘just had an intensive course in the 


practicability of aviation. 

Swarms of airplanes crossing the 
sky, elaborate public displays of 
ships of many types, lectures on fly- 
ing, actual flights for those who 
never flew before, and contests for 
commercial aviators have brought to 
residents in the district the message 
of the Western Aviation Show. 

These events, sponsored by thé San 
Francisco Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, not only included the maxi- 
mum in public display of aviation, 
but commemorated events in flying 
history. The show, celebrating the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the fire: 
flight by a man-carrying heavier than 
air craft, marked the initial lighting 
of a 10,000,000 candle power beacon 
erected on Mt. Diablo for the guid. 
ance of flyers. 

The show was opened officially by 
the arrival of 28 planes from the 
naval airplane’ carrier Langley, 


-_- ee + eee oe — --- a 
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which, flying in formation, joined 
military planes from Crissy Vield 
and commercial and private ships 
from half a dozen airports, to give 
down-town San Francisco a great 
spectacle of mass flying. 

The shipg then proceeded to Mills 
Field, San ncisco’s municipal air- 
port at San Bruno, where 2500 peo- 
ple were assembled to greet them, 
and to inspect the large assemblage 
of planes exhibited there. These 
events were followed by an indoor 
aviation show at Municipal Audito- 
rium here, climaxed by a showing of 
the motion picture, “From Wright to 
Lindbergh.” 

Daily squads of naval, military and 
commercial craft gave exhibitions at 
Mills Field and over San Francisco, 
while the exhibition continued and 
the carrying of passengers on their 
first flights began. 

Before the largest crowd ever 
gathered at Mills Field, precision 
ianding ‘tests and an aerial derby 
took place on the final day of the 
celebration. A contest involving the 
landing. as near as possible to a 
mark, of ships whose motors had 
been stalled 1000 feet aloft. was also 
held. It was won by Martin Jensen, 
second-prize Dole Flight winner. 

The eame evening Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh pressed a button at Denver 
which lighted the giant beacon light, 
*S-D,” erected on the summit of Mi. 
Diablo by the Standard Oil Company 
of California. This light. visibie 
under even adverse conditions to 
aviators within a radius of 100 miles, 
will henceforth burn from dusk -o

a BROCHETTE” is a French | juice that has dripped into the pan,

This has always been 
in high favor with thrifty French 
housewives, who seem to grasp its 
economical as well as its attractive 
possibilities. A bunch of metal 
skewers is always to be found with 
the other kitchen utensils, and when- 
ever just the right materials are at 
hand, these “brochettes” are put to 
good use. Small leftovers that seem 
almost nothing in themselves can 
be cut in cubes and alternated with 
squares of bacon to form a satisfy-

UR mountain walk was nearly 

ended. We had crossed the 

ridge and dropped down from 
that topmost country whence one 
sees distinct valleys and far moun- 
tain peaks illumined by sudden 
gleams of sunshine. We had come 
_ through the sheep lands where the 
curlews call to one another and 
startled lambs leap up from amongst 
the heather and bilberry bushes and 
skip helter-skelter up the mountain 


side. Now the long range of green 
hillsides stood steep and straight 
behind us and we trod the last bit 
of sweet mountain turf on a pathway 
that was bordered by twisted haw- 
thorn trees and a low wall of rough 
boulders. The rain was ended and 


bushes grown into wilding briars and, 
wading knee deep in long grasses, 
picked fruit from neglected goose- 
berry trees which we felt had not 
been set for us. 

I have thought of that garden 
many times lately and wondered if it 


spoke to me of things I could hardly 
then understand. It 


for the morning stands out in my 
memory bedewed and radiant; here 
was a playhouse indeed. a domain 
of pure delight. Like Mrs. Browning 
who found a much more beautiful 
garden when she was a child,— 


“rose-trees hedged it in 
Bedropt with roses waxen white”: 


every dewy blade and leaf a-glitter 
in the sunshine, so, before passing 
through the last gateway and de- 
scending by a winding lane that 
reached the valley bottom, choosing 
a great flat stone as our resting place 
we sat down to take a last look 
around us. ) 

The scene was lovely as it had 
seemed to me remembering it as a 
paradise of my childhood. Below on 
the green, green road where trick- 
ling water murmured all day long, 
| had ridden daily on the farm pony. 
Treading it, we should presently pass 
the Echo stone; the tufted hill, 
crowned with woods in whose clear- 
' ings I had once found wild straw- 
berries, was right in front seeming 
from our viewpoint to fill the vale; 
the farmhouse with the walnut trees 
and very ancient granaries lay on 
the slope just beneath the wood’s 
edges. Looking sideways too, while 
my companion sank into his book, I 
saw in the cleft mountain side, per- 
chance a half mile or so distant, 
another spot that gave back to me 
a whole morning’s adventure. This 
was a ruinous stone cottage set in 
a small dingle with a little wood 
behind it: maybe it was still inclosed 
in what was formerly a garden. 

Once when I was a child, on just 
such a day of sun and shower when 
the elder trees were in flower, my 
little brother and myself, having 
escaped surveillance, climbed up 
those steep fields alone and somehow 
or other arrived quite unexpectedly 
at the door of this tiny neglected 
house in its equally forsaken garden. 
Maybe we thought we were like 
Goldilocks on the edge of a marvel; 
at any rate we pushed open the gate, 
passed through and stood at the open 
door of a dilapidated dwelling. En- 
tering we found none to stay our 
way, for the hearthstone of the little 
kitchen was cold and a poo] of rain- 
water stood upon the flags, birds 
flew in and out at the windows and 
' even the latches were fallen off the 
doors. . 

Something exotic, something sym- 
bolic perhaps, must have been con- 
veyed to me by the stillness and 
emptiness. of the deserted little 
dwelling, for I have never forgotten 
it. Going out into the somber garden 
the impression was strengthened, for 
there tall nettles grew where useful 
crops should be; there we saw rose

ways, or the beautiful lost garden 


being so common in literature (es- 


peculiarly pleasing to the imagina- 
tion. Leigh Hunt, too, used the theme 
beautifully in his Daughter of Hip- 
pocrates, where a few Sicilian mar- 
iners landing on a lovely solitary isle 
find, “all in the intense noon-day 
silence” a great garden bounded by a 
wall. “Fruit trees looked over the 
wall with an unpruned thickness” and 
on a mound covered with trees stood 
an ancient marble building much 
dilapidated with grass-grown steps 
and windows devoid of glass. Here 
is the beginning of adventure, told in 
very lovely prose. 

Modern poets, too, have returned 
over and over again to such delight- 
ful fancies. Tennyson has his un- 
completed story of Mariana in her 
moated grange; hie picture of Earl 
Yniol’s ruinous tower and cobbled 
courtyard and his version of the 
sweet legend of the Sleeping Prin- 
cess in her palace midst the dense 
wild woods; while Theophile Gautier 
tells us plainly (writing in 1860) that 
when fulfilling his promise to him- 
self to tell the story of Le Capitaine 
Fracasse, planned thirty years ear- 
lier, he sought, in choosing as his 
background a beautiful deserted 
chateau, to return to the exact taste 
of 1830, “les beaux jours du roman- 
tisme.” 

Of course, such stories as these are 
not difficult to reconcile with our 
dreams, for they all have a happy 
ending and that ending, though we 


may not realize it, casts its light 
backward; so that even when read- 
ing the gloomy opening, there is at 
the back of our thoughts a secret 
knowledge that whatever the desola- 
tion, whatever the sunk estate of 


castle or garden, all will be illumined 


presently and made beautiful again. 
Are we all children, at heart, and 
contemplating these empty homes as 
playhouses, do we imagine ourselves 
farming the old homestead, weeding 
the once beautiful garden so choked 
with dark wretchedness and prickly 
thorns; setting the mill wheels turn- 
ing again, or painting up the old 
cottage and living there as fishermen 
beside the sea? Or does a deserted 
house tell us some story, so that 
without knowing why, we are im- 
pressed? Who knows? Maybe I 
only fish, as William Blake once 
said, for fancies, “for fancies as they 
pass within the watery glass,” while 
Memory tunes her merry notes.

E WAS ever the “morall) 
Gower’'—that medieval poet—| 
as his friend Chaucer named | 
him, even though in Confessio 
Amantis, “A boke for Englondés_ 
sake,” he felt less urge to moralize 
and set the world to rights. 

In his other notable book, Vox 
Clamantis—The Voice of One Crying 
—he did not, he said, “affect to touch 
the stars, or to write the wonders of 
the poles; but rather, with the com- 
mon human voice that is lamenting 
in this land, I wyite the ills I See. 
God knows my wish is to be useful; 
that is the prayer that directs my 
labour.”—Had Vox Clamantis not 
been written in Latin his hopes 
might have been more fylly realized. 
And although he chose “some new 
thing,” and the youthful English 
language in which to write it, the 
same motive prompted Confessio 
Amantis: He prays that his verse

may be pure and truthful; that every 
word may be aptly written—every 
right word in its place—unflattering, 
and seeking only the praise of God. 

“Give me,” he cries, “that there 
shall be less vice and more virtue 
for my speaking.” 

Confessio Amantis was also “A 
boke for King Richardés sake,” the 
result of an histowic meeting on 
the River: King Richard II, with his 
courtiers, floated in the royal barge 
upon the Thames; over its sides 
hung the blazonry of England's 
kingly house; and from under the 
silken awnings the King spied “old 
Gower” in his small boat with one 
oarsman, enjoying the sunset. A 
memory stirred at sight of the poet— 
oh, yes, old Gower had lectured him 
roundly in Vox Clamantis. Straight- 
way the Prince, in humorous mood, 
hailed the Poet. When the humble 
little boat had drawn alongside the 
splendid barge, and Gower, no 
longer nimble, had clambered aboard, 
the King, Gower writes, “charged me

May in the American West 


May comes leisurely and gayly, first 
touching the lower vales and hills; 
with a fairy wand transforming the 
sunlit foothills and higher mesas. 
Slowly she climbs the blue moun- 


tains and spreads her green magic 
as she passes. High up where low 
twisted cedars huddle together in the 
wind, she pauses long enough to 
scatter a few bright purple and 
yellow flewers where a tinkling little 
stream of melted snow-water runs 
down toward the valley. 

May days in the lowlands are 
bright and joyous with a rare tang 
in the air and a pleasing warmth at 
noonday. A noticeable coolness hov- 
ers over the earth in the violet tints 
of early morning, and after the sun 
goes down there is a chill in the air 
like the breath of a reluctant winter. 
White mists hang over the creeks 
before the sun appears; and wide 
meadows and shady places under the 
trees are often silvered with heavy 
dew until almost noon. 

The grass has now grown tall 
enough to billow and ripple in the 
breeze, and the wild flowers. which 
open profusely in protected areas. 


make vivid splotches of color in the 
fields. The cream-cups, like fair 
waxen tulips, are opening on the 
hillside, and the blue-eyed grass is 
unrolling a carpet of tiny azure stars 
in the low meadow. Wild geraniums 
in the pasture are turning streaked 
pink and purple petals trustingly 
toward the sun, and giving off a pun- 
gent odor from green leaves when

On warm days, 
big yellow bumblebees hurtle by in 
the sunshine and honey bees fly here 
and there among the fragrant blos- 
soms. White butterflies flutter above 
the garden and float about under the 
blue sky as if in the maze of some 
harmonious dance to inaudible music. 
Little red and brown butterflies 
alight on the bare warm ground and 
open and close dainty wings continu- 
ously as if indulging in some pleasant 
game. 

The symmetrical garden plots 
near the house begin to show the 
results of careful tending and there 
is a showing of long, straight rows 
of new, delicate green leaves. The 
carrots display feathery green tops 
like miniature ferns, and the turnips 
and radishes unroll roughened leaves 
with fluted edges. The young onions 
appear in long columns of erect 
green blades; and the Golden Ban- 
tam corn is up high enough to rustle 
and bend with each passing breeze. 
The dark green leaves of the rhu- 
barb are broadening out, and the red 
stalks start to thicken and lengthen 
in the warm air. The young spinach 
is ready to “thin” and the curly let- 


cabbage plants have begun to in- 
cline toward a middle growth and to 
form a “head.” . 

The fruit trees have started to 
scatter great clouds of pink and 
white petals which drift about the 
orchard like tinted snow. Later in the 
month the green leaves and the tiny 
fruit will show on the branches and 
odd-shaped windrows of withered 
flowers. 

The May breeze is always heavily 
freighted with a rare fragrance. 
Each bud and flower, each tree and 
shrub exhales a perfume of living.

On Corfu 


Like Odysseus, we climbed up to | 


the wood, where there are many 
places of wide prospect; but 
Olives are all carefully cultivated, 
and there is no room for wild ones. 
Following a stony path, we wound 
through the trees toward Gasturia, 
meeting Many peasant women in the 
Corfiote costume with loads of 
Oranges or hay upon their heads. The 
sky was now clear of cloud and the 
sea was blue and sparkling below us 
through the trees. In the open spaces 
grew myrtle, and where rocks made 
a Warm couch, clumps of yellow sage 
flowers shone above their gray-green 
leaves. Earlier in the year the 
ground here is covered with small 
mauve irises. 


When we stopped to eat under the 
trees on the cliff edge, peasant chil- 
dren gathered round us to watch, and 
they were joined by their elders, who 
sat as at a play, commenting to each 
other in low tones on the perform-

fresh color and a bright kerchief 
coiled over her black hair, but when 
we wanted to take her portrait she 
had gone. 

The chief characteristic of the 
peasant women on Corfu is the way 
the hair is dréssed. This is coiled 
round the temples and over the head, 
so as to form a soft pad for the heavy 
burden to be carried. Each coil is 
bound round with a broad red rib- 
bon, so that the face is framed in a 
kind of spiral of red and black. Over 
the head a kerchief is thrown, either 
white or colored, and sometimes, on 
féte days, embroidered. The high 
dressing over the temples and the 


wimple over the top of the head give | 


a rather medieval appearance. The 
dress is white, full and long-skirted, 
and a short velvet or cloth jacket 
is worn without sleeves and open at 
the front, as is the fashion over a 
great part of the Balkans. On féte 
days a great many earrings, brooches, 


necklaces and rings are worn, and | 


often strings of gold coins. 

The carriage of all the women is 
astonishingly fine. This is the re- 
ward af toil, for all loads are car- 
ried on the head, and the woman 
therefore walks upright, moving 
from the hips without altering the 
poise of the body. Girls learn when 
quite small to carry pitchers of water 
on the head, and they grow up with 
the fine springing step of their 
mothers.—ANTHONY De tt, in “Isles of 
Greece.”

Bootes is also represented as 
Herdsman and a Ploughman, guiding 
the Wain, as the constellation Ursa 
‘Major is sometimes called. Cicero 
‘takes this view, and adds that Bootes 
|was sometimes called “Arctophylax” 
from two Greek words signifying 
'“bear keeper” or “bear driver.” ... 
| Plunket claims the date six thou- 
‘sand B. C. and latitude forty-five de- 
grees north, for the time and place of 
the invention of this constellation, 
as then and there Bodétes might be 
seen at midnight of the summer sol- 
istice standing upright on the north- 
ern horizon, his head reaching nearly 
to the Pole. Never since that date 
has he held so commanding a position 
in the sky, nor in any more southern 
latitude could his whole figure have 
been represented as standing on the 
horizon. ... 

The risings and settings of Bodétes 
which took place near the equinoxes 
portended great tempests. Bodtes 
sets in a perpendicular position, and 
takes eight hours to make his exit, 
hence allusions to his sluggish and

The star Alpha Boétes bears the 
name “Arcturus.” This glorious star 
has excited the admiration of all 
mankind, and from the earliest times 
we find it mentioned. Without any 
doubt it was one of the first stars 
to be named. 
few stars alluded to in the Bible, 
|Where we find a reference to it in 
the Book of Job, hence it is some- 
times called “Job's star.” . 

Virgil frequently mentions Are- 
turus, and Manlius in his reference 
to Bootes thus speaks of its position 
in relation to the figure of the Herds- 
man: 


Below his girdle, near his knees, he 
bears 

The bright Arcturus, fairest of the 
mac. sso 


Mrs. Martin thus paints a scene of 
springtime to which Arcturus lends 
its lustre: “What more graciqus day's 
progress in beauty could there be 
than to travel with the eyes from the 
cheerful hepaticas dotting the soft 
ground among the trees to the round, 
| white, silent blossoms of the dog- 
wood fringing the late April woods, 
and thence, when the evening falls. 
to the bright yet gentle light of 
Arcturus in the sky, announcing the 
end of the purple twilight.” ...

' “It was a spectacle the like of 
which no one might see again. ... 
At the beginning the comet was like

N A certain building in one of 
our large cities hangs a con- 


() spicuous sign which solicits 


help in checking a particular disease. 
Mortals are prone to be frightened 
by names. They may think it is a 
disease of which they are afraid, 
when, perhaps, it is only the name 
of the disease which excites fear. To 
illustrate: One was told by a physi- 
cian that he had a certain ailment.

Yet nothing had been 
changed but a name! 

When we remember that the loving 
God made all “that was made” and 
that “without him was not any thing 
made that was made,” we know why 
there is nothing in reality to be 
afraid of. What if the material senses 
do claim that diseaseis real; wedonot 
have to believe them! If we look down 
a row of telegraph poles, the senses 
claim that the poles grow shorter 
the farther they are from us; but 
this is not true. If we look along a 
railroad track, the senses claim that 
the rails meet in the distance; but 


we do not believe they do. If we saw 
'written on a blackboard that two 
‘and two are nineteen, we would not 
‘accept the statement as true, how- 
|ever bold the figures. Why do we so 
readily, so fearlessly, deny the testi- 
mony of the senses in the cases just 
cited? Is it not because we are s0 
thoroughly aware of the truth in 
each case?

If necessary the exercises are to be 
held in the Senate Chamber of the 
State House, where in 1783 Washing- 
ton resigned his commission and 
where in 1786, the Annapolis con- 
vention met. 


Linking Past and Present 


Officials of St. John’s College be- 
lieve that one way to develop inter- 
est in the fundamentals of govern- 
ment is to preserve the relationship 
between the best things of the past 
and the best things of the present 
and so they are making plans for a 
celebration to commemorate the con- 
vention which played a necessary 
part in the achievement of national 
union. 

The importance of the Annapolis 
meeting, historians agree, lies not 
in its achievements, which were in- 
Significant, but in the far-reaching 


effect of its recommendations which 


forced Congress reluctantly to au- 
thorize the constitutional convention. 

Unable to obtain regulation of com- 
merce through amendment to the 
confederation, Virginia state com- 
missioners prevailed upon the Legis- 
lature to extend an invitation to all 
states to send delegates to Annapolis 
to consider the trade of the United 
States. The convention was suspected 


of concealing a political scheme and 


Maryland refused to appoint dele- 
gates. Representatives from the 
northern states spent several days in 
New York in order to delay their 
arrival. 

Action by Congress Obtained 

The convention met Sept. 11, 1786. 
Discussions were carried on by dele- 
gates from only five states, and after 
five days the meeting adjourned, hav- 
ing, under the influence of Alexander 
merely recommened an- 
other convention “to devise such fur- 
ther provisions as shall appear to 
them necessary to render the Consti- 
tution of the Federal Government 
adequate to the exigencies of the 
Union.” 

Thus pressed, Congress the next 
year invited the states to Philadel- 
phia “for the sole and express pur- 
pose of revising the Articles of Con- 
federation.”

Door 
frames and panels, shutters, mantels, 
cornices and baseboards are suv 
richly carved that they give an at- 
mosphere of genuine Magnificence 
to the otherwise plain interior. 

Because it isa native product and 
because it is such a high expression 
of an era which has passed, St. 
John's plans to develop this mansion 
into a colonial museum. The other 
houses will eventually - become 
faculty and student residences. The 
Brice House will serve as a social 
center. 

St. John’s claims nearly two cen- 
turies of continuous history run- 
ning back to 1696 when it was 
founded as King William’s School. 
It is considered America’s third 
oldest college. In 1785 by an act 


|of the Assembly the property and 


students of King William’s School 
were transferred to St. John’s Col- 
lege “to preclude the necessity of 
crossing the Atlantic for the com- 
pletion of a classical and polite 
education.” The charter provides 
that the college shall be maintained 
forever for the benefit of the youth 


Hall Started In 1744 
McDowell Hall, the administration 


building of the college, was begun in 


1744 by Thomas Bladen, the royal 
governor, and is one of the oldest 
college buildings in America. 
Washington visited St. John’s in 
1791 and sent to it his adopted 
grandson, George Washington Parke 
Custis. Francis Scott Key was a 
graduate of the class of 1796. The 
college counts among its promoters 


‘four signers of the Declaration of 


Independence, Charles Carroll of 
Carrollton, Samuel Chase, Thomas 
William Paca. The first 
three served as trustees. 

No institution has roots reaching 
more deeply into the history of the 
State of Maryland than St. John’s. 
Since the college opened, one out of 
six governors has been an 
alumnus of St. John’s, as have also 
been 35 judges in the higher courts 
of the State and over 70 members of 
the Legislature.

Commercial Lines to Try 
Out New Aircraft Beacons 


May 15 Opening’ Date for Tests on First Beacons 
at College Park and Bellefonte

WASHINGTON — Two experimen- 
‘tal radio stations for the development 
of radio aids to air navigation are 
now being operated by the Bureau of 
Standards at College Park, Md., just 
outside of Washington, and at Belle- 
fonte, Pa., which is located on the 
transcontinenta] airway midway be- 
tween New York and Cleveland. 
Services of both stations are avail- 
able to all aircraft able to make use 
of them. 

At College Park there is a directive 
radio beacon which has heretofore 
been equipped to send signals of the 
aural interlocking variety. Recently | 
this beacon was rebuilt to send in’ 
addition signals modulated at two) 
low frequencies necessary for the, 
visual indicator system that the, 
bureau has recently developed. The, 
College Park station is equipped with | 
other special types of equipment for | 
the sending of signals for experimen- 
tal purposes. At Bellefonte the 
directive radio beacon is being re- 
modeled so that it can send signals 
for use of the visual system in addi- 
tion to the aural system. 

By May 15, three airplanes of the 
National Air Transport, Inc., using 
the Bellefonte station, and three air- 
planes of the Pitcairn Aviation, Inc.. 
using the College Park station, will 
be equipped with suitable radio- 
receiving sets, inciuding visual iadi- 
cators, so that practical flying tests 
by these air-mail contractors may be 
' carried out. 

College Park station is also 
equipped to transmit telephone o1 
telegraph messages to airplanes. This 
station. which is remotely controll-d 
from the field, is available for experi- 
mental work through the courtesy «f 
the American Telephone & Telegrapb 
Company. The Bellefonte station is 
also provided with a remotely con- 


merely reduces the distance range 


trolled kilowatt set whereby tele- 
phone or*telegraph messages can he 


sent to airplanes in The prac- 
tical operation of t handling of 
weather broadcasts to aircraft in 
flight by radio-telephony is to te

The beacons operate in the fre- 
quency band 285 to 315 kilocycles 
and the telephone stations in the 
band 315 to 350 kilocycles. These 
were allocated to air service by the 
1927 International Radio Convention. 
For the present the beacons are ad- 
justed to the frequency of 290 kilo- 
cycles and the telephone stations to 
333 kilocycles. 

Very successful flights have been 
made up to 135 miles. To a large 
extent the device is little affected bY 
interference. It is only partiall' 
affected by airplane engine ignition 
interference. Such interference does 
not change the operating character- 
istic of the indicator signal, but 


from the beacon station. The system 
was recently demonstrated to repre- 
sentatives of the various government 
departments. 

During the latter part of 1927 sev- 
eral flights were made from Belle- 
fonte in order to test the reliability 
of the directive type of beacon. There 
were both day and night flights.

EDITORIALS 


Why Nullification Will Fail 


ERHAPS it has never occurred to those per- 

sons in the United States and elsewhere who 

profess to entertain no prejudice against 
prohibition as a theory, and no conviction as to 
its effectiveness as the law is at present enforced, 
that if it were a fact that the effort to put an 
end to the liquor traffic is as egregious a failure 
as some declare it to be, no one would be found 
who would deny it, The American people, col- 
lectively at least, are not often completely de- 
ceived or misled. All are observing and com- 
petent witnesses fairly familiar with affairs in 
their own cities or neighborhoods. The great 
majority of the people were as well informed 
regarding social, political and industrial affairs 
in the days of the open saloon as they are todav. 
They are able readily to compare conditions now 
with those which prevailed before the Eighteenth 
Amendment was adopted and ratified. It is nor 
these whom the agitators hopeful of destroying 
prohibition seek to influence or mislead. 

But there has grown up since the abolition of 
the saloon a generation of Americans, men and 
women, millions of whom will cast their first 
presidential ballots this year, who have no vivid 
recollection of conditions which then existed. 
Besides these there are other millions of voters 
of the preceding generation who have resided 
continuously in states where no saloons were 
licensed and where none existed. It is to these 
that the agitators urging nullification are ap- 
pealing in an effort to make it appear that the 
condition of the people as a whole, morally and 
socially, is worse now than in the days and 
nights when intoxicating beverages were sold 
under the licensing system. 

An American correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian recently sent to his paper an account 
of his observations during a 7000-mile journey 
through the South and middle West. He does 
not furnish proof to substantiate a single claim 
of the nullificationists. On the contrary, he 
testifies to the general observance of the law 
by all except a few. Flagrant violations of the 
law were discovered, of course, but in no section 
of the country were these condoned or winked 
at as he had found them to be in New York. 

The Guardian’s correspondent is keener as 
-. an analyst and observer, however, than he is 
wise as commentator or prophet. He admits 
the patent fact that the amendment can never 
be repealed by the same processes employed in 
its adoption. But he predicts a continuing dis- 
respect for and violation of the law, with the 
tendency on the part of individual states to 
“legalize” its nullification by special legislation, 
or, in lieu of this, a progressive nullification by 
nonobservance in communities where public 
sentiment does not support enforcement. 

A keener student, with similar opportunities 
for observation, would not have made so haz- 
ardous a forecast. The Guardian’s reporter 
seems to have failed utterly to take into his 
calculations the millions of young American men 
and women who, as their responsibilities are 
realized, will support every reasonable effort to 
enforce the law, lending their greatest aid by 
individually observing the law. The aggressive 
nullificationists are counting upon the assump- 
tion that now, as formerly, the occasional im- 
biber of the noxious liquors dispensed by irre- 
sponsible bootleggers will, sooner or later, 
become an addict. It is reasonable to believe 
that exactly the opposite influence will prevail. 
Synthetic concoctions derived from denatured 
alcohol are.more deleterious than habit-forming. 
The so-called social drinker of today who did 
‘not submit to slavery to drink before prohibition 
is simply passing through a phase which will 
not long appeal to him as either pleasurable or 
profitable. He will never carry the defeatist 
banner of-nullification by abuse or open viola- 
tion. It is fair to hope for convincing evidences 
of this fact in the coming national elections. 


The City Manager Plan 


MONG developments which have to do with 
the very structure, as distinct from policies, 
of government, it may be that the most sig- 

nificant on the North American continent‘is the 
city manager form of municipal administration. 
It is a movement toward the centering of respon- 
sibility in the field which some students of gov- 
ernment have declared to be the quagmire of 
American politics. Whatever genius the people 
of the United States have for self-government 
it has not until lately shown itself in widely 
recognized efficiency, integrity or responsiveness 
to public weal in the administration of rapidly 
growing urban areas. The city manager sys- 
tem, it appears from the survey recently pre- 
sented by The Christian Science Monitor, has 
shown constructive results, and has done so 
by bringing administration more effectively 
under popular control. 

Americans have been traditionally hesitant to 
centralize autherity, at first preferring checks 
and balances in the powers of the mayor and 
council organization. But this, as well as the 
commission form, has shown itself liable 
to what has become colloquially known as “‘pass- 
ing the buck”—shunting a responsibility from 
one official to another around a circle. When 
responsibility is centered, as in a city manager. 
such a course is no longer possible. 

The manager plan centers responsibility for 
policies in a commission or council small enough 


for the records of individual members to be visi- 
ble to the voters. It then centers in the manager 
the responsibility for carrying out these policies. 
By this arrangement the people have found, as 
it would seem from the fact that more than 400 
cities that have tried the plan have kept it, that 
centralization of authority may even’ be benefi- 
cial when that authority is made visible and 
responsible. 
Indications are that this has resulted in a 
diminution of corrupt so-called ‘“‘gang” politics. 
If it does what its designers intend, it will largely 


remove from municipal affairs the political 


“boss.” Many students of government believe 
the “boss” is a product of systems which divide 
local government among so many elective offi- 
cials that some unified control is necessary. 
People have not usually found it easy to get rid 
of “bosses,” partly because those men often 
depended on no office for which they were 
answerable to the voters. Managership supplies 
the needed unification and makes the holder of 
authority both visible and answerable to the 
electorate. 

It may develop that the plan and its success 
have significance outside the government of 
cities. Some day people may inquire, “If it 
improves city government, why. might it not 
improve state government?” The movement 
for consolidation of state departments, the feel- 
ing that governors ought to have more authority 
over some things for which they are popularly 
held accountable, and the apparent need for 
more direct relations between executives and 
legislatures, point toward a possibility of respon- 
sible governments, executives chosen by the 
legislatures, in states. 

The city manager plan is not self-operating 
any more than are other governments. Accord- 
ing to its sponsors, it is like a new model motor- 
car—more powerful, more responsive and with 
easier controls than the older. City manager- 
ship does not offer the citizenry a machine that 
will steer and run itself, but one that is readier 
and surer to operate. It is still the responsibility. 
of each citizen to keep his hands on the con- 
trols—informed public discussion and the ballot 
box—and to drive it straight and at the proper 
speed. ae : 


Soviet Russia and China 


HE elimination of Soviet Russian influence 
from the Nationalist movement in South 
China, an influence so great that at one 
time it amounted almost to dominance, is quite 
in keeping with the past history of China and 
of Chinese politics, both internal and foreign. 
A year and more ago voices were raised in the 
United States and in Great Britain against 
Borodin and the other Soviet advisers of the 
Nationalist Government and army. Assertions 
were widely made, and all too readily believed 
in many quarters, that Soviet Russia was mak- 
ing a cat’s-paw of China for its own ends. Such 
assertions, however, failed to relate contem- 
porary happenings to their historical back- 
ground, and to take into account the Chinese 
mentality. 
Throughout 


of China’s com- 
paratively close contact with the western 
world it has been that Nation’s consistent 
policy to play off one European nation against 
the other. China also has never hesitated to 
accept help from any source, and then has not 
felt obligated to the helper but has cast him off 
if opportunity favored such a course. The rise 
and fall of Soviet influence in South China was 
but one more chapter in this rather long 
volume. Lack of perspective and, unfortunately, 
lack of knowledge or inclination to follow the 
sympathies instead of the facts brought about 
the erroneous forecast heard so widely a year 
ago that China was becoming communized and 
soon would be little more than a vassal state 
of Moscow. 

China—that is, the leaders of the Nationalist 
movement—made use of the Soviet for private 
ends. There was no more genuine friendship 
on their part a year ago than there is today 
when the cry against Bolshevist Russia may be 
heard from Hong Kong to Harbin. The Russians 
almost alone realized this at the time, and were 
wise in refusing to count on the pro-Russian 
sentiment of the southerners as a permanent 
asset. That sentiment served, however, to 
furnish material for attacks in other lands on 
the Nationalist movement and so to becloud 
such genuine patriotism as exists. It is for- 
tunate that the tide has turned, and that the 
opponents of Communism will now be able to 
look at the China situation more clearly and-to 
evaluate and judge it on its own merits rather 
than on some extraneous basis. 


When Does Protection Protect? 


ENATOR SHIPSTEAD’S advocacy of in- 
S creased tariff rates on all staple farm 

products, although in line with the accepted 
policy protecting the industry of the United 
States from foreign competition, does not appear 
to be favorably regarded by the dominant forces 
in the Congress. No action, indeed, in the direc- 
tion of higher duties is expected at this session. 
Vigorous protests against opening up the tariff 
issue have been made by important manufac- 
turing interests, and as against Senator Ship- 
stead’s proposal it is urged that, since the United 
States produces a surplus of many farm prod- 
ucts, higher customs taxes would be of no bene- 
fit to the farmers. 

The theory that the protective tariff does not 
aid in maintaining higher prices for domestic 
products, of which there may be more than the 
home market can absorb, is hardly borne out 
by the experience of the more important manu- 
facturing industries. These enterprises alsc 
produce far more than sufficient for home con- 
sumption, and their surplus is sold in foreign 
lands, often at lower prices than those paid by 
domestic consumers. The manufacturers whe 
are protesting against higher taxes on food- 
stuffs allege that the effect would be to increas2 
the cost of living to the millions of industrial 
workers. This seems inconsistent with the other 
assertion that the farmers would not get higher 
prices because of increased duties. 

The truth about the operation of protective 
tariffs is obscured by a number of factors, sucli 
as transportation charges, lower wages of for 
eign labor, cheaper farm lands, and the perish- 
able nature of certain farm products. The 
farmer may not receive as much benefit from 
the tariff as have the manufacturers, but i-

would seem only fair that, so long as the pro- 
tective tariff is the national policy, agriculture 
should be accorded as much protection against 
foreign competition as the manufacturing in- 
dustries. ! 


Maple Sugar and Chemistry 


of Agriculture announce a process for ex- 

tracting the flavoring elements from maple 
Sugar. For the first time, it is said, it will be 
possible to market a genuine maple extract to 
replace the synthetic flavors. Hitherto the most 
concentrated maple flavor was the sugar itself, 
which was bulky and expensive to ship. The 
new extract carries the essence of the flavor 
within it and can be mixed in specific propor- 
tions with ordinary cane sirup to put the genu- 
ine aroma and taste of the maple trees on every- 
body’s breakfast table. 

With so many imitations about, it was not 
surprising that the world at large began to ask 
whether Vermont sugar could really be so good 
as Vermonters insisted. People who had seen 
for themselves the lucent stream of genuine 
sirup trickle down in linkéd sweetness, long 
drawn out, upon a pile of steaming griddle 
cakes, would never have asked that question: 
nor would those whose memories of bonfires, 
thawing snow and trees bursting with sap were 
revived by the odor of the delectable stuff! New 
England is sometimes reputed to be a harsh, 
severe sort of place. Perhaps that is because, so 
much of New England’s sweetness having been 
distilled into one product, some wonder if there 
can be enough left to go over! 

The Department of Agriculture, which is very 
businesslike about its discovery, announces that 
a large commercial firm is already preparing to 
put the new extract on the market. The pros- 
pect is that at last the true flavor will become 
common. Imitation ‘maples’ have been pro- 
duced from all sorts of unexpected sources. The 
most common ancestor is the fenugreek seed. 
which is an Old World plant of the bean family, 
sometimes known as Greek hay seed. It is a 
sorry imitation, at any rate. Other maple flavors 
have been worked up from mixtures including 
elm bark, celery seed, hickory bark, chicory and 
vanillin. Confectioners, bakers, ice cream manu- 
facturers, let alone housewives, have been 
forced to use these lackluster substitutes. 

The names of John Sale and J. B. Wilson, the 
chemists who have extracted the new flavor, 
deserve to be inscribed on the national break- 
fast table. Even the Department of Agriculture 
loses a little of its reserve over the prospect. 
“The reconstituted sirup,” it announces joy- 
ously, ‘“‘will possess the delightful aroma and 
flavor of the original product.’ The new process

has been patented and, fittingly enough, has 
been dedicated to the public. 


“Adjusting’’ Offenders to Society 


HE head of a Girl Scouts’ camp was once 

asked by a visitor what form of punishment 

was resorted to in the event of any breach 
of the regulations. The reply was: “We never 
punish here, we adjust.’”’ According to the dic- 
tionary one of the definitions of the word adjust 
is “to bring ‘into proper relations.” Judging 
from reports from Western Australia, that is 
exactly what the Government of that State is 
doing with those who have broken its laws. It 
is endeavoring to bring the inmates of its 
prisons, or certain of them, “into proper rela- 
tions” with that outside world which they will 
eventually have to face on the expiration of 
their sentences. Some who have served long 
sentences might be desirous of running 
straight, but they are often inadequately 
equipped and are, seemingly, compelled to re- 
turn to their evil ways. 

It is just such cases as these that Western 
Australia is trying to reach and to save. The 
Government has recently purchased a fully 
equipped farm of several thousand acres and 
here accommodation is provided for forty 
prisoners, who are to be carefully selected for 
the beneficent experiment. The prison officials 
started with half this number, choosing men 
whom they believed could be trusted. They were 
placed upon their honor to “play the game.” 
There are the ordinary sleeping rooms found on 
a farm, but no cells; there are no bars, and 
even in the night time the dormitories are not 
locked. 

These men are being helped to regain their 
self-respect by being trusted, a wonderful in- 
centive to a wayward man or boy to straighten 
up and become a worthy member of society. 
They enjoy some little luxuries and a certain 
amount of regulated freedom. There has been 
restored to them a precious possession—hope. 
Over the portals of the farm might be written 
the following phrase: “All hope regain, ye who 
enter here,’? and the line, “There is so much 
good in the worst of us.” This is being amply 
shown, for the experiment is proving a pro- 
nounced success. During the first ten months 
since the farm has been under its new conditions 
not a single prisoner has broken his parole.

The Federation of Swiss Protestant Churches has sent 

a memorandum to the Federal Council of Switzeriand im 
favor of compulsory arbitration and disarmament. Thev 
ask the Federal Council to consider whether it might not 
be advisable to instruct the Swiss delegation at the nex? 
Assembly of the League of Nations to support energeti- 
eally the proposals put forth at the last Assembly bv 
Holland and Poland for the denunciation of aggressive 
war, and express the hope that these proposals will re- 
relive stronger support from other delegations. The Swiss 
Protestant churches attach great importance to the atti- 
tude of the Swiss delegation in this matter, for in their 
opinion the time has come for the Assembly to take action 
on concrete proposals for definitely securing peace. 
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In canton Berne there is an exgellent society for the 
protection of animals called the “Tierschutzverein,” with 
several committees, each having its own sphere of work 
Through its efiorts a number of splendid laws have been 
passed, and a short time ago a referendum of the voters 
of Berne was taken on. the question of limiting the open 
season for the shooting of wild animals, but the measure. 
was unfortunately defeated. The society, however, has suc- 
eeededt in persuading the canton to adopt better regula- 
tions for the protection of horses, which must be pro- 
vided with blankets when standing in the cold or wet, while 
the owners of the dogs which draw milk carts must pro- 
vide mats for them to lie on when resting. The members of 
the society are furnished with reports of all its activities, 
and the society is constantly increasing its membership. 
It asks people to be specially kind to birds, and the result 
is that birds are very tame and fearless in the canton 
Berne. 
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English-speaking people who visit Berne should know 
about the two churches there in which they can find a 
service in the English language. One of these is a 
Christian Science church, in the Kirchenfeld section, just 


across the Kirchenfeld Bridge. On Sunday mornings and 
on Wednesday evenings two services are held in this 
church—one in German, the other in English, and it is 
surprising how many attend the English services, for 
German is the language almost universally spoken here. 
The church ts a fine, commodious building, admirably 


othee and reading room where anvone can rest and read 
or obtain useful information from those in charge’ who 
speak Enghsh, French and German. 

The other church is the “English Church,” a small but 
pretty building at Jubilaum Platz (Jubilee Place) also in 
the Kirchenfeld section. This place was so named before 
the church was built, because a great jubilee was held 
there when the seven hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of Berne was celebrated in ISOL. The regular 
Chureh of England worship is conducted here, with the 
addition of praver tor the rulers of the United States of 
America and of the Swiss Confederation. 
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The International motorevelist contest, known as the 
Grand Prix de l Europe, will be held this vear in Switzer- 
land, the course chosen being that of the famous circuit 
of Meyrin, which provides one of the stiffest tests on the 
Continent. The Union of Swiss Motoreyelists is already 
preparing for the race which will take place in July, and 
the Swiss are confident that they can put as good a 
motorcycle into the field as any other country. It remains 
to be seen whether Switzerland will win the prize for the 
contest, which will attract motoreyclists from ever¥ coun- 
try. But as there is nothing that the Swiss riders do not 
know about the ditheulties of hill climbing and the turns 


and twists of the Meyrin circuit, they will certainly give 


~ very good account of themselves.

Ix it a fact that. during the meetings of the Assembly 
of the League or the meetings of the Council when great 
numbers of foreign visitors are attracted to Geneva, the 
hotel keepers seize the opportunity to charge exorbitant 
prices? The Journal de Geneve poses this question to 
give the hotel keepers a chance of being heard in their 
own defense, for the accusation is often made. One of 
their number, taking up the cudgels, points out that if 
any just complaint can be made on this score, it should 
be brought to the attention of the syndicate of hotel 
keepers, who certainly do not want to frighten away visi- 
tors from Geneva. He admits that exceptions to the gen- 
eral rule of moderate charges may take place, for there 
is great competition for rooms at certain times and when 
perhaps twenty people are after the same room overlook- 
ing the lake it’ would be strange if a fancy price were not 
sometimes demanded for it.
